OF the 


BOARD OE VILLAGE TRUSTEES. 


To the Village of Rutland :— 

The Board of Trustees whose 
term of services commenced in April 1873, was organized by 
the election of Albert EL Tuttle as President and John M. 
Otis as Clerk. And in accordance with the vote of the Vil¬ 
lage in annual meeting, that no trustee should hold the office 
of Street Commissioner, Isaac Gibson was elected to that 
office. 

Your Trustees have endeavored to keep the expenses for the 
past year -within the amount realised from taxes and other, 
sources, and find upon a settlement that they can not draw 
the orders amounting to $750 which are due the Fire Depart¬ 
ment and whiefi it has been customary to give them at the last 
meeting of the Board of Trustees in April without exceeding 
the appropriations and have decided not to draw the orders 
leaving it for the citizens to vote them at the annual meeting. 
The amount realized from the tax voted to defray the current 
expenses and received from other sources amounts to $3,147,12 
the amount expended for the current expenses amounts to 
$2,527.92 leaving a balance of $619.20, which leaves a deficit 
of $130.80 of being enough to pa'y the amount due the Fire 
Department, there are no other outstanding bills for the cur¬ 
rent expenses of the past year that your trustees are aware Cf 
except for the current expenses of the present month. 
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There has been expended upon the High ways'of the village 
the past year $4,228.08 which is $310 loss than the amount 
realized from the Highway tax. 

Your Trustees feel it to be their duty to recommend that 
the Trustees for the coming year be instructed to cover the 
drain from Main Street to a point a little below the store of 
W. H. B. Owen on Center Street, it being a confirmed nui¬ 
sance and one that every citizen of the village is interested in 
by reason of its close proximety to the Academy and there¬ 
by endangering the life and health of every scholar attending 
there by reason of the poisionous effluvia which arises from 
said drain during the warm season. 

We,also desire to call your attention to the sewer on the 
west side of Merchants Bow from Ripley’s block to West 
Street, and the sewer near the Railroad track at Chair Factory, 
which no citizen after investigation can deny but what it is a 
nuisance that should be abated. 

At a special meeting of the village, held June 21st, the 
Trustees were instructed to issue Notes of the Village for a 
sum sufficient to provide for the Water Bonds then coming 
due. Your Trustees executed Notes to the amount of $14 r 
000 and upon offering the same for disposal their legality was 
questioned. 

Mr. Edwin Edgerton was therefore requested to give his 
written opinion on the same which he did holding that the 
village could hot legally issue the same without the Trustees 
bang personally responsible, it was then decided not to issue 
them and they were thereafter destroyed in*the presence of 
the full Board of Trustees and the Treasurer of the village.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees and Voters of the Village of Rutland : 

The undersigned, Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of 
the Village of Rutland, agreeably to the provisions of Section 4 
of “An ordinance establishing a Fire Department,herewith 
submits his annual report of the property belonging to the De~ 
partment, the condition thereof, the losses by fire, and cause 
thereof, and insurance thereon, *‘so far as they may be ascer* 
tained,” etc., as required by said ordinance. 

FIRES. 

During the past year the Department has been called to, and 
rendered service at fires, as follows: 

1873. May 18.—Old Village Hall Balance destroyed. 
Cause of fire unknown. 

May 20.—Blacksmiths and wheelwright shop belonging to 
Joseph Gibson, Main street. $1&5() insurance on building, tools 
and stock. Supposed incendiary fire. 

May 27.—C. W, Nichols’ building, Center street, damage 
to building slight; occupied by P. S. Ryan & Son ; fire caught in 
workshop ; insured ; accidental fire. 

December 30.—Stores corner of West and Grove streets, 
owned by Sadler, Thrall & Cramton ; buildings entirely con¬ 
sumed ; insured ; cause of fire accidental; occupied by J. Mc¬ 
Laughlin, grocer ; insured on stock $2000 ; loss $1100 ; and J* W. 
Stearns, furniture ; loss on stock, light; Insured ; John Cunning¬ 
ham, household goods ; insured $400 ; total loss ; B. W. Marshall, 
store. Grove street; loss on building over insurance, $1500 ; loss 
on stock over insurance, $300 ; John B. Ballance, household 
goods, over Marshall’s store ; Insured $400. 

1874. February 4. —Francis & MaUon’s store, Center 
street; damage to store light; occupied by Peek & Benjamin, 
clothing; insured $7,000 ; loss $2,700 } cause of fire unknown. 
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February 17,—Dry house and engine room of Rutland Man¬ 
ufacturing Co , West street; loss, $2,100 ; insured $1,350 ; acci¬ 
dental lire, 

April 17.—S* G. Staley’s building, Center street; loss on 
building, $600 ; insured; occupied by F, M. Smith, tailors shop, 
G, Valiquette, shoe shop, S. D. Jenness, as plumber shop, and 
Mrs, Filmore ; all insured ; cause of lire, supposed incendiary. 

Your apparatus for putting out fires consists of two hand en¬ 
gines, with hose carts, one second-class steam tire engine, with 
hose carriage, one hook and ladder truck, with hooks, ladders, 
etc,, necessary for the efficient work of the company, all of 
which are in good order, except ladder truck. All of the com¬ 
panies are well manned, and commanded by officers of well 
known ability in managing their apparatus at fires. You have 
2000 feet of good hose, and about 500 feet that can be used to 
some extent on hand engines, 

I would recommend the purchase of 1000 feet new hose, I 
have recommended for the last three years a better supply of 
water in some parts of the village, but so far it has done no 
good. 

I desire to express my thanks to the Fire Department for the 
prompt manner in which they have responded to every alarm; 
and I take pleasure iu complimenting the members of the De¬ 
partment for their good order, and for the prompt manner in 
which they have obeyed the orders of the Engineers.
